DOCTORS: SENATOR COULD HAVE FULL MENTAL RECOVERY, LONG ROAD FOR PHYSICAL RECOVERY

U.S. Sen. Mark Kirk is expected to recover 
cognitive functions but could have some 
physical impairment following a weekend 
stroke, the neurosurgeon who operated on 
the senator said Monday following three-hour 
surgery at Northwestern Memorial I lospital. 

On Richard T'essler said Kirk was doing 
^^quitc w^cll” after the surgery A 4-by~8-inch 
portion of his skull was removed to relieve 
pressure from swelling and he was under se- 
dation as doctors managed the brain trauma, 
Fessler said, adding he was pleased with Kirk's 
response to the surgery 

Fessler said the stroke 'Vill affect his abil- 
ity to move his left arm^ possibly his left leg 
and possibly will involve some facial paralysis. 
Fortunately the stroke was not on the left side 
of his brain, in which case it would affect his

ability to speak, understand and think,” 
Chances for a full mental recovery were 
^‘good,” but chances for a full physical recov- 
ery were ^^not great,” Fessler said. 


The doctor said he was hopeful that, after 
rehabilitation at an acute care facility, Kirk 
would regain the use of his left leg, but said 
prospects for regaining the full use of his left 
arm were "very difficult.” 

lie said recovery is a matter of weeks or 
months— "it's not going to be days.” Kirk’s 
relative youth and good physical shape are 
positives, Fessler said, and he expects Kirk 
could return to ^'a very vibrant life.” 

Kirk’s office said in a statement that on 
Saturday he cheeked himself into North- 
western T.ake Forest Flospital, where doctors 
discovered a "carotid artery dissection in the 
right side of his neck/’ He was transferred 
to Northwestern Memorial Hospital in Chi- 
cago, 

Kirk aides, including chief of staff Eric Elk, 
attended the hospital news conference. Aide 


Richard Goldberg spoke on behalf of Kirk’s 
family expressing appreciation for doctors 
and their faith in Kirk’s ability to recover. 

Kirk, 52, spent last week on a trip through 
southern and central lUinois, then traveled into 
the snowstorm in Chicago on Friday to attend a 
goodbye party for a departing staff member. 

Dick Durbin, Illinois’ senior senator and 
the Senate’s assistant majority leader, said in a 
statement that he was “stunned” by the news 
and that he and wife Loretta sent their best. 

“I was stunned to learn that Mark suffered 
a stroke,” the senator said. “He is young and in 
good physical condition and I have no doubt 
he will make a speedy recovery I have reached 
out to his staff and offered to do anything I 
can to help with his Senate duties. Loretta 
and I will keep Mark and his family in our 
prayers.”

signs up for the benefits, according to the 
Center for Neighborhood Technology a lo- 
cal environmental group that helps adminis- 
ter the program. 

There’s a complex formula to determine 
how much money a commuter can save by 
enrolling. 

It takes into account federal and state 
taxes and the amount of public transporta- 
tion rides purchased each month. Enroll- 
ment for businesses to receive incentives 
ends Feb. 10. 

A CTA rider who buys an $86 unlimited 
pass each month through the program can 
save $432 in taxes annually, according to 
calculations by the Regional Transportation 
Authority the funding arm for CTA, Metra 
and Pace. 

The program, which relies on federal 
stimulus funds, began in March. Nearly

Years after owners of high-rise buildings were ordered 
to improve fire safety, more than half of Chicago’s older 
residential towers have failed to implement changes that 
meet the city’s tougher standards, records show 

Of the roughly 700 residential high-rises required 
to beef up fire-safety measures as required under a 
2004 ordinance, 369 still have failed to submit plans 
that have met city approval let alone make the 
necessary improvements, according to a Tribune 
analysis of the city records, 

Chicago’s safety standards for high-rises 
were toughened after a fire in 2003 
killed six people trapped behind 
locked doors in a stairwell in the 
Cook County administration 
building in the Loop. A fire that 
killed a resident of a North Lake 
Shore Drive high-rise earlier this 
month brought new attention 
to the ordinance and a series of 
delays that have occurred since it 
first was established. 


Under the city’s fire ordinance, own- 
ers of buildings constructed before 
1975 are not required to install sprin- 
klers but could enact a variety of other 
improvements. The grading system is a

complicated web of requirements that critics 
say falls short of ensuring residents' safety 

The massive undertaking proved to be 
costly and riddled with red tape. The or- 
dinance had set Jan. i as the deadline for 
building owners to comply with the stricter 
safeguards. But with so many buildings so 
far from compliance, the City Council last 
month extended the deadline by three years. 

Among the buildings that have yet to win 
the city’s approval for their fire-safety im- 
provement plan was the high-rise where a 
woman perished Jan. 8 in a fire. Shantel Mc- 
Coy died of smoke inhalation after she came 
home early in the morning and attempted to 
take an elevator to her apartment, unaware 
of the fire on her floor. 

Her death is the nightmare case that 
Chicago officials hoped to avoid when it 
upgraded fire safety standards a year after 
the six died in the Loop fire. Following that 


tragedy a county panel spent months study- 
ing what went wrong and recommended that 
commercial high-rises install sprinklers and 
make other improvements to help prevent a 
similar disaster. 

But critics said the resulting ordinance fell 
short on its requirements for older residen- 
tial high-rises and allowed those buildings 
to avoid the cost of installing sprinklers by 
making a series of smaller upgrades* 

“It’s a weak code that is weakly enforced, 
so it’s virtually useless,” said Tom Lia, execu- 
tive director of the Northern Illinois Fire 
Sprinkler Advisory Board, which advocates 
that fire sprinkler systems be installed in all 
buildings. 

“Sprinklers can put the fire out while it's 
still small. You may get a little wet, but you 
will still be alive,” he said* “WeVe tried to 
show city officials that.” 

In the eight years since the ordinance was 


enacted, only 14 residential high-rises have 
completed the stricter upgrades called for by 
the city, the records show* The city has ap- 
proved the plans of another 309 residential 
high-rises but hasn’t yet signed off on the 
work. The rest still need to submit their new 
plans and win city approval. 

Some building owners complained that 
the city was asking for too many improve- 
ments too quickly, noting that even the 
proposals meant hiring expensive fire-safety 
engineers* 

Aid. Tom Tunney (44th), a chief sponsor 
of the 2004 ordinance, said the City Council 
last month extended the Jan* 1 deadline for 
another three years in order to work with 
high-rise owners instead of going to court to 
enforce the ordinance* 

“If we spend our time litigating, it is not 
going to make these buildings safer,” Tunney 
argued.

Police shake up district units 



Top brass announces 
plan to focus officers 
on Englewood, Harrison

Chicago police officers from several special- 
ized units will focus on two districts — Engle- 
wood on the South Side and Harrison on ^he 
West Side— that accounted for nearly o tie- 
quarter of Chicago's murders and shootings 
last year, Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
said Monday 

The units — including narco tics, gang en- 
forcement and fugitive apprehension— will 
be working more aggressively to combat 
corner drug markets, curb gang violence and 
track down parole violators, McCarthy said. 

After being appointed superintendent by 
Mayor Emanuel in May, McCarthy eliminat- 
ed two other specialized units and sent those 
500 officers to eight of the city^s most crime- 
ridden districts— Englewood and Harrison 
among them— to work beat patrols under vhe 
direction of the district commanders. 

McCarthy said Monday the narcotics, gang 
enforcement, fugitive apprehension and och- 
er units now will be charged with targeting 
specific areas in the Englewood and Harrison 
districts prone to violence. 

“Once weVe shut down these locations 
... we are going to ensure that we hold those 
zones and do not return them to their previ- 
ous state,” McCarthy said at a news confer- 
ence at the Englewood District police station 
attended by Emanuel and police command 
staff “This will be a systematic elimination 


of narcotics markets within each one of these 
districts.” 

Late last month McCarthy noted that even 
though murders tell slightly last year overall in 
Chicago compared with 2010, murders rose 
40 percent and shootings 15 percent in the 
Englewood district. I'he department has yet 
to release its official statistics for 2011. 

In light of the climb in murders and shoot- 


ings in the Englewood district, McCarthy re- 
moved its commander, Anthony Carothers, 
who now is assigned as the executive officer 
to Harrison Area Deputy Chief Eddie John- 
son. Rep being Carothers as the Englewood 
commander will be Leo Schmitz, former 
commander of the gang enforcement unit. 

UTie department's goal to reduce crime in 
Englewood and Harrison also is contingent 


on “a coUaborative community-based initia- 
tive” in which clergy and community orga- 
nizations will support the crime- fighting ef- 
forts, McCarthy said. 

“This is not something that is going to go 
away,” he said. “We are going to relentlessly 
pursue reducing violence in these two dis- 
tricts for the people who live [there] because 
theyVe suffered too long.”

Search and rescue 
teams combed through debris in Ala- 
bama after powerful thunderstorms pummeled 
the state early Monda}^ killing at least two peo- 
ple and leaving heavy damage just hours after 
tornadoes struck portions of Arkansas. 

Alabama Gov Robert Bentley declared a 
state of emergency after the predawn storms 
hit the Birmingham area, with the towns of 
Center Point and Trussville just to the north- 
east of the city hit particularly hard. 

Two people were confirmed dead, accord- 
ing to Pat Curry Jefferson County’s chief 
deputy coroner; one in Clay a city of roughly 
10,000 people, and another in the western 
part of the county 

Earlier, an emergency management official 
had reported three deaths. 

“We have major, major damage,” said Bob 
Ammons, a Jefferson County Emergency 
Management Agency official, referring to 
Center Point, Trussville and some unincorpo- 
rated areas of the county 

About loo people were treated for inju- 
ries, Jefferson County EMA spokesman Mark 
Kelly said. 

In April, massive tornadoes tore through 
Alabama killing more than 240 people, in- 
cluding 64 in the Jefferson and Tuscaloosa 
areas.

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Back 
to basics

What is the most simple, effective exercise 
for getting and staying in shape? We asked 
three Chicago fitness experts to name one 
thing that everyone should be able to do 
easily and successfully, and got this trio of es- 
sentials you can do anywhere, anytime, even 
without equipment, alex garcia/tribune photos 



Why: It’s good for building and maintaining 
strength, endurance, core control and shoul- 
der mobility. One of the best ways to fight 
arthritis is to keep joints active and mobile, 
and there’s a pushup for every level. If you 
have shoulder, flexibility or core-support is- 
sues, you can do it standing against the wall, 
on your knees and not take it all the way to 
the floor. 

How: It’s done incorrectly more than any 
other exercise. Form is critical. Position 
hands at chest level, slightly outside your 
shoulder width. Elbows should come down 
at an angle, aligned with your chest, and go 
out on a 45-degree angle as you lower your 
body. Spine alignment from head to toe is 
straight; it’s like doing a plank. Squeeze in 
your abs so your back doesn’t cave; look 
straight down; maintain your plank; squeeze 
your shoulder muscles together to get the 
most work out of your pectoral and chest 
muscles; and inhale as you go down, exhale 
as you go up. 



THE FLAWLESS PLANK 
Expert: All Asadi

Why: This body-weight exercise is a 
static movement; all you do is hold 
a position. It’s ideal for building and 
maintaining strength and endurance 
in your core muscles-the abdomi- 
nals, lower back, hip flexors and sta- 
bilizer muscles. 

How: The most basic version is a four- 
point plank-all four limbs have con- 
tact with the ground. Lie face down; 
raise your body on your elbows and 
forearms with your palms against the 
floor, keeping your elbows directly 
under your shoulders. Then raise 
your entire body up on your toes and 
forearms, making a plank and keep- 
ing your back flat and parallel to the 
floor and your neck neutral so you 
aren’t looking up or down. Hold the 
position for 30 seconds, rest and re- 
peat three to five times. 



THE MULTIPURPOSE 
SQUAT 

Expert: Sara Rhul 

Group fitness instructor,

Why: This is ideal for building 
strength and balance and can 
be done in countless varia- 
tions to target different muscle 
groups and stave off boredom. 
And the lower-and-lift move- 
ment it requires is elemental 
in life. 

How: For a basic squat, put 
heels under your hips, push 
your hips back while bending 
your knees, keep your chest 
upright and squat down like 
you are going to sit in a chair- 
making sure to keep your belly 
button pulled back toward your 
spine, knees aligned over your 
feet, and shoulders down and 
away from your ears. You can 
put your hands on your hips 
or out in front of you. Do three 
sets of eight and work up to 
four sets of 12. A midstance 
squat with your heels under 
your hips will target quads, 
hamstrings and glutes; turn 
your toes out to target inner 
thighs; and hold weights to in- 
volve arms and make it more of 
a full-body exercise.
